These days, there are fewer things to make by myself (because my level is low and nothing I 
made would work). Since I am very nervous, I can’t use anything that makes a ticking sound, 
and I also want to see heey minutes I slept, so I decided to display it with an LED and 
move it with AC 100V Itol. There are many LSIs for clocks in Shaba, and I will consider which 
one to use (if someone could give me a bribe like Grumman, I would be able to decide quickly). 
I decided to use the MK50362N 
There are various kinds of IC abilities and each person will study them. 
I used it like this: 
1. There were few external parts and there was a dedicated printed circuit board. 
2. The time adjustment display advances and retreats twice a second (i.e. moves 30 minutes). It 

is easy to adjust the time because it moves at the speed of 15 seconds. 
3. Wake up 1 alarm sound for only one hour (no operation required)

I often hear in QSOs that the temperature here with foreign countries is 80 degrees Celsius or 65 
degrees Fahrenheit (especially in the United States where Fahrenheit is mostly used).

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My Ham Life QRPer 
For JA9BKU 


These days you can buy any big linear amplifier if you have the money. As evidence of this, CG 
magazine and other publications proudly advertise linear amplifiers, which ar not likely to be | 
licensed under JA’s radio pies I don’t know how may units will be sold per month, but the 
recent high power competition (if still running?) is something to see with 14 MHz and 21MHz. 
JAOBKU Mr. Uozu who is introduced here, is an orthodox DXer CPR who has been chasing DX 
for 12 years since the opening of the station with 10W (Ed). 

1) First of all 

CW (telegraph) is a means of communication since the discovery of radio waves. Radio waves 
themselves are intermediate carrier waves. This simple communication method is still used by 
professionals today! Of course, it is also used by hams. Above all, the biggest attraction of this 
is that you do it steadily with 10W power (literally, this is the trick Hi!) you can also QSO not 
only in Japan but also with foreign countries. You can also QSO, and even if you pile up ina 
thrilling rare station DXpedition , you can sometimes get ahead of the high-power station! At 
10W, it’s weak against CRM, so it ‘s a good idea to do a QSO before becoming a CRM. Hi! 
(this is the hardest). 

2. Making foreign QSO. 

I passed the phone class started doing CW a year later. It’s already been 12 years, but at first I 


covered all areas in Japan. 
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It was my dream since before I became a ham, but my first overseas QSO was 21 MHz (using 
7MHz reverse ANT) with a station in the Soviet Union. I gained confidence in what I could do, 
and my pace was to increase the number of countries by one each day. At that time, the current 
QTH was different from now, the location was not good and it was in a densely populated area. I 
couldn’t raise a big ANT such as a beam and there was also a problem with TV noise. [ had a lot 
of trouble with this Hi, but I’m crazy about DXing (previous ANT, long wire, reverse V (for 7 
MHz) self made 21 MHz multi band GP (7-28 MHz). Currently tri band (14 -28 MHz) etc.

Among them I participated in domestic and international contests. 1. Many QSOs in a short 
period 2. Results of CW proficiency for myself 3. New country earnings 4. Possibilities in 
mind ratio (maximum challenge with I the scope of my license) It was quite good in the world 
of the weakest and strongest Hi! 

Then I order to win the QSO one day WAC with six continents in one day issued by the Kansai 
branch, I participated in the world wide contest in 1968 (at that time, when Ed was a junior high 
student who did not even think about becoming a ham). Only 5 continents were left, and in the 
same contest held in 1969, 680 countries were finally achieved. By the way, the time was 2 
hours and 6 minutes. ANT was 14MHz multiband GP. When I measured it with a power meter 
after CW it was only 5W (input 20W — output SW efficiency 25%). Rig is TX88D VFO QR 59 


(How many people know this rig in our club? 
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I wonder if this was the most popular set sold by TRIC at the time). This is why I can’t stop ham 
(CW) Hi! Although there was a slump and I had a short blank time because I was working at 
CRL. But I did contests between commercials and even won a prize once in a while in the 10 W 
category ( It was a category with few competitors Hi). 

4) DX ing is fun 

Normally, I have few chances to do a QSO in the 10W pile up, rare ad DXpeditions, but I enjoy 
it quite a bit with patience and timing (?). In June 1971 two groups carried out an Expidition to 

_ the country Albania in Europe. The Finnish group failed (politically) because they did not have 
permission to stop the operation at the airport. I don’t know what kind of situation the German 
group was in but they suddenly started operating and I was able to watch it by chance at 21 MHz 
in the middle of the night and made a half hearted call. At any rate the signal was weak 339, GP 
with a little bit of gain and it was a little noisy Hi, (559 with my ears). The call came back so I 
was surprised and wanted to say goodby but it was late and my parents were sleeping.... 

When | talked to the local DXers, I was surprised and disappointed but found out that it was true 
in the CQ magazine and I was thrilled that I was able to get the QSO. There were 14 contacts 
with Japan and the call sign was ZA2RPS. In 1970, the year before, DXpedition was performed 


for the first time in 10 years but Albania was currently closed so it was not operated. 
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It is in the Top 5 Most Wanted Countries and I’d love to license it as a ham as soon as possible. 
In 1976, Okinoshima island which was a hot topic of discussion, was 7JIRL, and had little time 
for each band, and QSO (the pile up was amazing?) The next year 1977, | made a DXer of Fort 
Wayne, which is a sister city of Takaoka. South Pacific Palmyra Island KP6AL Kingman Reef 
KP6BD’s Expedition was also QSO and at 14MHz we were doing RST program with America at 
1:30 late at night it was quite difficult to deal with Japan, but..... When I had a chance to 
exchange reports 529 came back (all the other stations were 599). This is the strength of CW

Recently it has become easier to obtain semiconductors and more and more people are making 
their own constant — voltage power supplies, but when listening to 2-meter ragchew, I hear that 
the voltage and current ratings of transformers are not reliable. Therefore, we will discuss the 
rating setting of the pereonnes of the stabilized power supply.

I am sure many of you have an audio set. AB class and A class 100 W or 200W output linear 
amplifiers (not for Hams). How much does an average household spend? | 
Is it possible to drive the speaker with 
1) 100W 2)50W 3)10W 4)5W 5)1W 6)05W 7)0.1W 8)0.05W 
The sound pressure level of the speakers normally used is 90dB/m value. 
If you answered 1) or 2), the listening room is for the people in the school gymnasium and you 
are quite rich. 
3) or 4) is a person who owns a banquet hall at home and this is also Pretty Richman. 
Person 5) listens at a fairly high level in a 20 tatani room. 
Person 6) listens at a fairly loud level in a room of 6 tatani mats. 
People in 7) generally have a fairly high level of hearing in a room of 4.5 to 6 tatani mats 
Person 8) thinks that it is a little surprising that it seems to be moderate in the above room but in 
fact, each station has one VU display at hand. Or a cathode current meter attached to a VHF 
transceiver. It is the same thing as a collector amp meter. So why do you need a 100W 


amplifier? 
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In fact there is a level difference that is 15 — 20 dB higher than the indicated value. It seems that 
there is no meter that indicates this, but in fact there is something called a Peak Level meter that 
is used in some high-end amplifiers. 

Regarding this, I will write more about this next time, but I will move on to the 15 -20 dB. Even 
if I was listening to the 0.1W (VU) for the time being, it was about 20dB at the peak (If it was a ° 
since wave like the one I the special report, the Peak Level meter would be 0.01 W). 

In other words 20dB = 100 times (power ratio) even if it is a VU meter, IC meter or IK meter 

_ shows a 0.1W value near the peak. Assuming that with a 100W output transceiver, there will be 
almost no distortion in the output. 

Actually, a circuit called ALC is used to prevent distortion but the fact that the ALC meter 
fluctuates means that the sound is far from HiFi sound. Also, on the playback side, if you use 
2W output power, you will hear fairly accurate sound. Considering that you are using inefficient 
speakers, the sound I was hearing was rather confusing, and in the end, the internal speakers 
were all I could do to play CW at a reasonable volume. 

Communication Transceiver the HF band do not transmit around 300 to 2700 Hz so its kind of 


like HiFi. 
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If you connect a broadband speaker, you may hear extra beats and noise, and it may be 
inconvenient but the 2W allowed speakers built into the two amplifiers are not listening to 
mechanically distorted sounds, so I think you need at least 2W external speakers. 

Thoughts on FM 

There are stations such as mobile stations that have high modulation gain, but you can hear aie 
is being transmitted through the noise of the vehicle, which is not good. This may be due to the 
noise of the car itself, but generally speaking loudly. Lets monitor you radio waves once. 

A word about the human ear. 

As we age, our hearing becomes progressively less sensitive in the high and low frequencies. 
Also, the dynamic range is shortened and the linearity is also distorted, so sounds with many 
frequency components are not suitable for older people. But younger people on the contrary, are 
irresistibly attracted to the wide range of sounds and the vivid power of music. 

In addition, it seems that people who work to listen to sounds with an average output (VU) of 
90dB or more are likely to have hearing impairment. To prevent hearing loss it is necessary to 
have sufficient sleep and nutrition and it seems that all-night mahjong and all-night QSO are not 


the best (Record magazine September 1967) 
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Recommendations for amateur radio JAOSLI | 
Masatoshi Yasota 


Recently, there have been many conflicts between amateur radio stations regarding frequency 
competition particularly in the 2M band. One of the reasons for this is the unique historical 
background of 2M. 

About 10 years ago, compact FM transceivers made by manufacturers began to be sold, and the 
2M band, which has made tremendous progress has followed a slightly different process of 
development from the other frequencies. 

At that time, there were Fukuyama’s Junior 10c, Kuranishi’s Marker 2, Inoue’s FDFM2, etc., but 
these devices were a little difficult for amateur radio operators to jump into. The biggest reason 
for this is that they con only transmit and receive on a specific frequency. That is, they cannot 
transmit and receive on the so called crystal frequency that has been set in advance. 

Originally, in amateur radio, it is normal to turn the dial within the permitted range to operate to 
find a partner and communicate with them or send out a CQ on a desired frequency and search 
for a partner and do a QSO. 

With the advent of such equipment and the development of personal use, mobile equipment 


designed for personal use was sufficient to most the needs of the time. 
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Answer day by day, the 2M belt became lively. However, since there were few stations and we 
could not QSO forever on the Air on different frequencies. The main channel was spontaneously 
decided in the sense that we would all gather in one place. 

The operating frequency of 144MHz band was scattered throughout the country, but 144.48 was 
common on mobile and there were quite a few stations using only one wave of this frequency. 
But gradually they began to switch to several waves and 144.36, 60 145.00 etc. were often used. 
Around this time, the 2M band began to be channeled and of course people who were close to 

_ each other or in the same region or group gathered together and focused on a specific crystal. 
From around this time, famous clubs, using specific frequencies have spread all over the country. 
An example of this would be a school in Nagoya. The 60 schools were not only grouped, they 
were kind to people outside of the group and they were well educated I terms of operation. When 
I drove through Nagoya I often called out to them. 

Under such circumstances, equipment with a crystal change over switch with out a dial, which is 
unusual for amateurs, has become completely established. The AM transceiver tri TR-2 which 
has a VFO for both transmission and reception, was an amateur-like device as mentioned above, 
but because FM was the main stream, it ended up with almost no sales. 2M if this TR-2 is 


developed centrally History could have been different. 
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After that, the balance between the number of groups and the number of channels in each region 
collapsed due to the sharp curve and the increase in the population of 2m, and the so-called 
channel war began. In addition, many people began to communicate by QSO to empty channels 
after setting up communication with the call frequency, and there were many troubles with 
squatters on specific channels. 

The more crowded the channel becomes the more the desire to monopolize the channel. The 
result is a thundering effect, placing a guardian on that frequency and further emptying it. When 
I can’t talk to you, I go out of my way to reach a terminal situation. It is the current situation that 
makes you want to suspect that this is how when you see it. 

A bad example of channel monopoly is. There is a person on a certain channel and asks “Are 
you using it?” I say, “I’m really using it’. When I think about it, no one comes out I say “Are 
you using it?” again. Without hesitation, “I’m using it”. Furthermore, “Are you really 
communicating?” asked “I’m not communicating, but I’m listening”. It’s a match when it’s 
free, but it doesn’t mean that you are using it. 

An even worse example would be a group of 2-3 people on one frequency having a QSO with a 
good story. Rarely mentioning their call sign. Sometimes there is a break in conversation. 


When it’s quiet someone says “Channel check” and one shot “Shin” that channel. 
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When the checking station and the other party QSYed and the QSO started, the group just there 
somehow adds to the continuation of the conversation. The group that was sitting here at a time 
like this is the best. 

And people who learned ham for the first time in a group with such an atmosphere will think that 
this is ham. More over, if there is a person with a long history of ham among them, they will 
become believers completely, and there is no way to deal with it. 

Well, this is a very long introduction, but I would like to make two suggestions so that amateur 
radio operation can be done eve to 2m. One of them is that even if it is FM, why not try CQ at 
any frequency in the FM band instead of issuing CQ only at the calling frequency. If you do 
that, you can dismantle the privatized channel mentioned in the example. And if you find some 
one on CQ, you don’t need to do another QSY. QSO to your hearts content and 73. Last year 
when I issued a CQ at 145.04 while driving NO. 18 I was surprised to be warned “MLJ, this is 
not the call frequency”. It seem that some stations think that it is not good to send out CQ on 
frequencies other than the calling frequencies. After saying that, I sent out a CQ and ran, and a 
station JAO came out and helped me out. 

Recently even with a single FM machine, the frequency can be moved freely with 1OMHz 


separation. 
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I want you to try very much because there are things that can be heard on any frequency turn the 
channel selector and return to the amateur band that calls to the other party. 

Another recommendation is to encourage the use of the SSB band. At least 1/3 of the stations 
operating in the FM band use ALL MOODE equipment. The FM band of 2m is overcrowded, 
but the SSB band can still be worked, so if you get a response when you sed a CQ on the call 
frequency ask ihe other party if they can send SSB and if it is OK, QSY DOWN and SSB. If NO 
to the band, QSY UP to go to the FM band. 

In addition, if you have an all-mode machine, please send more and more CQs on SSB more and 
more. The response to CQ in the SSB is very poor, but on the other hand, CQ can be heard 
behind the CQ in the FM call frequency. This is because 2m stations generally don’t have the 
habit of turning the fast dial in front of them to watch. So, when operating the SSB band you 
can’t do anything except enjoy a Mozuru-style QSO on a strong station. From today onwards, 
please make a CQ by your self and try to QSO with out relying on the help of others. Its been a 


long story, but please think again about what amateur radio was and ask for smooth operation. 
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Thinking about the Future Mobile Ham 


JAIMEO 


Its 190X and I’m a hamster. I’m heading to the Takaoka Interchange, holding the steering wheel 
of a new car that I bought. This car is an automatic car that is specially designed for Hams. 
Automakers have finally turn their attention to domestic hams and have begun to consider the 
possibility of setting mobile shacks at the design stage. 

In addition to the car radio compartment equipped with a generator and battery sufficient to 
operate a 50V mobile station regulated by law. The dashboard is made so that a UV band car 
transceiver can be set. The steering wheel has an optional horn button and a button for PTT, and 
a microphone and speakers are set in the center. There is an overhead console in which wiring is 
taken out from the bottom of the steering shaft to the terminal by a sliding contact. Here you are 
to be able to set a number of various accessories such as spot lights and speakers. The fuse 
counter measures are perfect, and the bonding of each part of the plug with resistance and the 
high tension cord and the distributor are completely shielded. There is a distribution board with 
a VA meter at the bottom of the dash board, and there is a main switch and a fuse box for safety 
measures. Regarding the lead-in of the coaxial cable, which is also considered, the lead-in are 
installed on the roof side and the lower part of the rear trunk and there is an exit terminal on the 
indoor distribution board making it very easy to operate.

Article 1. (Name) This club is called Takaoka club 
Article 2. (Administration place) | The club’s office is located at the Chairman’s residence 
Chapter 2 Purpose and business 
Article 3. (Purpose) Purpose of this club is to promote the healthy development of amateur radio and to 
contribute to the improvement and development of radio science by promoting mutual 
friendship between members. 
Article 4. (Business) _ In order to achieve the objectives set forth in the preceding articles, this club shall do 
the work 
1. Research and research on amateur radio 
2. Collection of materials related to amateur radio 
3. Other projects necessary to achieve the objectives of this club 
Chapter 3 Association rules 
Article 5. (Membership qualifications) Members of this club shall meet any of the following
